It was the Fourth of July in proper Marion style 
again this year with the return of the fireworks, a rain-free 
Tuesday for the parade, and the longstanding tradition of 
the Marion Horse Show at Washburn Park, all coalescing 
to make for the perfect day.

back to Marion. "I think it's an opportunity to enjoy 
everything there is in the idyllic setting of Marion, and it's 
about families enjoying that." 

Having watched from his home off Silvershell 
in the past, it was a disappointment to see previous 
fundraising efforts fall short - but as a busy partner of 
a high-end real estate firm, he didn't have the time or 
energy to do much about it. 

But when he sold his business interest in January, 
he saw the opportunity and took it. 

"I read in the paper that they needed volunteers, 
and the timing worked out," he said. "It's all about time 
and effort, and I was able to give that." 

Opportunity and timing have always been at the 
center of Russo's life. 

He said that when he graduated from high 
school, he probably would have been voted "least likely 
to succeed," and when he left Northeastern short of a 
degree, he wasn't exactly on a clear path to excellence.

A few years later, now with five children to 
support, the housing crash again sent him reeling.

had to serve these high-end clients survived the crash, 
and he says he's sold over a billion dollars worth of real 
estate in 15 countries. 

"I think maybe one reason I've been good at 
this, is that I don't feel that someone who might have a 
huge amount of wealth is any different from you or me," 
he said. "I believe people are people, and regardless of 
money, everybody lives and dies, everyone has their own 
personal stress in their lives. It's just what God gives 
you."

to be a Shaw's. I just wanted a throwback area." 

He also wanted to see the return of the fireworks 
in 2017, but that was no sure thing either. When the 
town's deadline to have the necessary funding came and 
went, Russo's "Twenty From Many" account was still 
$17,000 short. He contacted the chairs of the fireworks 
committee: "I just asked, 'Can you give me one more 
week, I think it's all we need.' And we quietly raised 
$3,000 the next day." 

It was a $10,000 donation from Tabor Academy 
that really made the difference, and when people saw the 
goal in clear sight, the money poured in. 

"I didn't know what the tipping point would be, 
but once we got within $4,000, it just exploded," he said. 
"Within five hours (of the Tabor donation), we were at the 
$40,000." 

And so, on Sunday, Mike Russo was surrounded 
by what he calls "my proudest achievement," his family, 
for the big show. He considers himself a lucky guy, and 
while he certainly enjoys the luxuries of life, he also 
doesn't consider them what matters. 

"I've led my life that as long as I had a roof over 
my head, food on the table, the rest of life was simple," he 
said. "And as I find myself advising my teenagers now, I 
just really believe that as long as you're continually self- 
educating in some form, working hard, moving forward, 
you'll find your place in life."

watchers say they have never seen one. 

They are different to be sure, of a ghostly pale 
color with no ear tufts, giving them a distinctive heart- 
shaped monkey-looking face.

paintings as well as been a teacher of the craft to many 
others. 

"I've been painting for over fifty years," Brown 
said. Beginning first with watercolors, she now works 
in pastels that she finds "exciting" while being a "very 
forgiving" medium, she explained. 

Pastels, Brown said, are raw pigments suspended 
in a neutral medium. The resulting rich colors of the 
pastel solids are vibrant while also allowing the artist to 
apply the paint thickly, giving the finished works depth. 
Her themes of boats racing across the water in full sail, 
landscapes, and even farm animals are all drawn from the 
local area where Brown has lived and worked for many 
years. 

Brown studied at DePauw University in Indiana 
and then spent two years in France at the Fontainebleau. 
She'll resume art classes in her Marion studio this year. 

Heide Hallemeier loves watercolors, saying, 

"It excites me to see where the water goes. It is difficult 
to direct water, but seeing the color float on the water 
and how the light plays on it ... it's thrilling.... There are 
happy accidents." 

Hallemeier was born in Germany but has lived in 
this area for years. "I love living here," she exclaimed. Her 
enthusiasm is reflected in her works that represent her 
vision of sailing, water in movement, and coastal scenes. 

She was educated at the Art Academies in 
Vienna, Austria and she worked as a graphic designer in 
Germany. "My parents encouraged me to study graphic 
arts," Hallemeier shared. "They wanted me to have 
something I could work at to support myself." Now 
she paints for the joy of it. Hallemeier lives in South 
Dartmouth. 

While the themes the two artists shared were 
similar, the finished works demonstrated their unique 
styles and paint choices. While pastels gave Brown's 
works contours where light can move across the surface 
shading the images, Hallemeier 's watercolors capture 
light in the fluidity of the paint itself. Needless to say, 
both mediums produce amazing results when executed 
by masters.

"The last paragraph of the info that (the prior 
owner) left us was that there's a gorgeous American flag 
that was left to us," Bonnie said, "and the whole town 
waits to see it on the Fourth of July. So of course, we had 
to keep it going. We were happy to." 

Which was great in theory, but not exactly an easy 
process with such a huge flag. So Bonnie turned to her 
landscaper for help. 

"I'm a scaredy cat. I really didn't want to get up 
there on the dormers," Bonnie said. "But he was great. He 
said, 'We'd be honored to put it up.' He brought a crew 
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of guys and they hung it for us. Only took about fifteen 
minutes." 

They believe the tradition started with Peter 
and Sally Huntsdorfer, noted philanthropists from town 
who sold the Pleasant Street home after 30-plus years to 
another couple. The new owners, who only had the house 
for two summers, kept the tradition alive and handed it 
down to Paul and Bonnie. 

Paul and Bonnie raised their family in Rochester 
before moving to the North End of Boston for several 
years, but returned to Tri-Town to help their daughter 
Meghann (who lives just a mile away in town) with their 
young granddaughter. 

They share the beautiful home with their two- 
year-old Bernese mountain dog Hanover, and flag aside, 
the home is a charming mix of old and new. It was once 
an old one-room school house, and the Tavareses believe 
that the worn bench currently on their side patio was an 
original seat kids once sat on to learn all those years ago. 

There's a majestic, wide fireplace just off the 
kitchen ("We probably had a fire going every night 
in the winter," Bonnie said), and no electricity in the 
dining room, so the couple frequently enjoys dinner by 
candlelight as a nod to the history 

"We love it. Marion Village is such a special 
place," Bonnie said. "People have been so welcoming, 
and it's really nice to be part of it. We hear a lot of people 
saying 'Ooh, great flag!' I saw two people yesterday

"Oh yes," Paul said. "That's a must." 


Author Highlights the History of Local 
Murders, Manslaughters, and Mayhem 
By Jean Perry 

Living in an area so steeped in local history with 
everyday reminders of the past - the historical homes, 
narrow village streets, open pastures and gristmill ruins 
- it's likely that while walking about the Tri-Town we've 
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paused to imagine what our neighborhoods were like 
long before us. 

We might imagine the ladies in their fine dresses 
and hats strolling about town, the men with their closely- 
groomed beards and formal attire congregating to discuss 
politics or business, the whaling ship workers bustling 
towards the wharf, and the schoolchildren with their 
books walking to the old schoolhouse to the ring of the 
church bells that still 
sound today. 

We've 

wondered about the 
individuals who used 
to inhabit these old 
homes, who built 
them, what must have 
gone on there both 
outside and behind 
closed doors. The lives, 
the deaths, the loves, 
the quarrels, the very 
hearts of the people 
and the deeds they've 
done - good and bad 
- inside the very walls 
we now inhabit where 
the past seems as palpable as the present. 

We humans have a way of keeping the past alive 
in the form of tradition and the preservation of what 
remains, the physical evidence of where we came from. 
Whether it is in books, in museums, or in monuments - 
statues in parks, plaques on walls, even headstones in 
cemeteries - the past is never that far behind. 

We humans also share an inherent appreciation 
of a good mystery; we ponder them, probe them, and 
once in a while we conjure up our own. Some mysteries 
endure, obscuring the truth buried like scant remains 
beneath the sands of time in a shallow grave that, when 
unearthed, produce not a period to a question mark, but 
rather an ellipsis to a story's end that was never written, 
only supposed. 

We humans also possess an inherent 
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preoccupation with death, maybe a degree of existential 
angst of danger and mayhem and a fascination with 
crime and, especially, murder. But why? 

Local author John B. "Red" Cummings, Jr., 
who recently released his latest work. Volume One of 
Murder, Manslaughter, and Mayhem on the SouthCoast, says, 
"Murder is not a pleasant subject." Nonetheless, when 
your grandfather was once an attorney, one who was 
solicited by Lizzie Borden to represent her during her 
trial (but declined), it was a subject that was sometimes 
explored during family meals and dinner parties. 

Cummings' new book features the murders that 
occurred in the SouthCoast between 1800-1969 (a second 
volume will focus on 1970 and on), from the 1832 murder 
by the married Minister Ephraim Kingsbury Avery of a 
pregnant Sarah Maria Cornel, 29, who was found hanging 
from a stack pole in South Park in Fall River (once a part 
of Tiverton, RI), to the infamous Lizzie Borden in Fall 
River accused of bludgeoning her father and stepmother 
to death with a hatchet in 1892, all the way to the 1969 
shooting of Russell Goldstein, an antiques shop owner in 
Fall River, still unsolved today 

Murder, as Cummings stated, is not a nice topic. 
"Neither is manslaughter and mayhem, but they were 
prevalent in the SouthCoast, especially between 1937 and 
1969." And, just like the specific aforementioned unsolved 
murders, sadly, so are many within Cummings' book, 
including a murder-suicide on November 21, 1926 that

occurred right here in the Tri-Town. 

Chances are you've driven by the house, or 
maybe you walk by it every day Perhaps you've even 
been inside it or maybe even live in it! Although there 
was never any true closure to the tragedy, what is known 
to this day is that at 8 North Street in Mattapoisett, James 
Ebenezer Norton Shaw, 50, shot his wife Helen Macomber 
(Sherman) Shaw, 46, to death in her upstairs bedroom 
and then shot himself. The housekeeper found them both 
lying dead on the floor. 

Because the incident was deemed a murder/ 
suicide, no trial ensued and no evidence was collected 
and reviewed openly. "[A]nd the public was left to their 
intense speculation as to the motive for Shaw's actions in 
the tragedy" (Page 139). 

Initially, the incident was declared by the medical 
examiner to be an accidental shooting and suicide. The 
housekeeper recalled in her statement that Mr. Shaw 
"took a gun he had in the house and remarked that 
he was going to shoot a rat" (Page 137). After the first 
gunshot, the housekeeper ran to the bedroom and, seeing 
Mrs. Shaw on the floor, Mr. Shaw claimed he accidentally 
shot his wife and instructed the housekeeper to get help. 
While on the telephone, the second shot rang out and 
the housekeeper found Mr. Shaw lying dead in his own 
blood. 

At the inquest held in January of 1927, the judge 
stated, "Mr. and Mrs. Shaw were a singularly devoted 
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couple and there was not a lack of harmony between 
them" (Page 138). So what went awry? 

The details and documents Cummings uncovered 
during his two years researching and writing the book 
with the assistance of colleague Stefani Koorey, PhD, 
reveal Mr. Shaw, a prominent New Bedford attorney, may 
have had dubious financial entanglements with the estate 
of a client, of which Shaw was the executor of the will, 
and the young, married, pregnant woman his client loved, 
who paid the woman $40,000 "to name the child after 
him" (Page 138). 

Cummings' book, the only one written on the 
comprehensive history of murder in the SouthCoast, 
provides enough details of the case, as well as 
many others, to allow the reader to make their own 
assumptions. 

So, again, why are we so aroused by mystery and 
murder? Perhaps from the victim's perspective, it stems 
from an inner vulnerability, acknowledging (against our 
will) our impermanence here and the impermanence of 
our loved ones and the inability to protect them from their 
own mortality. Or maybe our fascination with murder is 
rooted in repressed guilt. A fear of the inner shadows of 
the self or the disturbing possibility that inside the soul 
is a subjugated seed of evil that if exposed to just a speck 
of light could propagate out of passion and emerge out 
from us or onto us from another like in this book that 
documents the dark pages of history, the bloody words 
written by the hands of the wicked, an ellipses ending for 
us to read into the faded details of the forgotten names of 
SouthCoast slayings. 

"I enjoy the fact that I'm going to give some peace 
to the people, the family members and the people who 
were murdered to give them some attention, not just to 
the ones who murdered," said Cummings, who led an 
author's talk on the book at the Mattapoisett Library on 
June 28. He reveals in the book that he had no idea that 
so many murders had occurred on the SouthCoast - 250 
featured in Volume One and 75 slated for Volume Two. 

Cummings dedicated this work to law 
enforcement officials, honoring the men and women who 
bring about justice for the victims - cops killed in the line 
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of duty, children slaughtered by their mothers, women 
who died during illegal abortions and were chopped up 
into pieces - who were murdered during crimes that went 
down along the very streets on which we now dwell, the 
very buildings we visit. 

"I wanted to keep their memories alive and not 
simply recall them as statistics," wrote Cummings in his 
preface to the book. "The time is now to stop the hate. 

Stop the brutality. Stop the Murder, Manslaughter, and 
Mayhem on the SouthCoast."

Mattapoisett Spirit on Display at Road Race

It was a hot morning for the 46 th running of the 
Mattapoisett July 4 th Road Race, but that did not deter 
runners and supporters alike. The village streets were 
lined with cheering crowds, and houses were decorated 
with patriotic colors, demonstrating the spirit of America 
steeped within our community. 

"The weather is exceptional!" remarked Race 
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Director Bill Tilden when asked about the day. The 
Mattapoisett Road Race is close to Tilden' s heart because 
it is the first race he ever ran. "It was started by high 
school students back in 1971, to have a race to run in 
Mattapoisett," he said, and while there is certainly a 
competitive edge to the race, Tilden noted, "What we are 
looking for is for people to roll in with five people, with 
their family to all run together." 

Over 100 volunteers help make the race happen, 
in addition to help from all the town departments. With 
the help of fellow volunteers whom she describes as 
family, Gloria Bousquet, also known as "The Fruit Lady," 
cuts up 50 watermelons, three cases of bananas, and three 
cases of oranges for the runners after the race. Asked 


why she volunteers for the road race, Bousquet said that 
her oldest daughter Lauren received the scholarship 
over 10 years ago, and she believes in giving back to the 
community. 

Tilden said that in years past they have given as 
much as $15,000 of scholarship money to ORR athletes. 
They get between 8-20 applicants for the scholarship and 
try to provide money to all of them. The recipients are 
chosen prior to the race, and many of them come to the 
race to volunteer. 

Tilden acknowledged the community effort that 
makes the race so special, with folks providing extra water 
stops for the runners as well as music to spur the runners 
on. 

Crowds gathered in Shipyard Park for the 
beginning of the race, and after a moving rendition of the 
Star-Spangled Banner by a local men's singing group, the 
runners were off. 

Marlboro, MA runner Madeline Mondo came 
in first in the women's overall followed by Rochester's 
Meg Hughes and in third place was Erin Lohrenz of 
Charlestown, MA. 

First in the men's overall was Taylor Days- 
Merrill of Fairhaven, who was also first overall. Michael 
Vaz of Dartmouth came in second, and Charles Berg of 
Mattapoisett finished third. 

Korean War veteran Larry Cole of Harwich came 
in first ahead of Jim Lanagan of Mattapoisett in the male 
over-80 category, with Barbara Belanger of Fairhaven 
finishing first in the same category for women. The youth 
of the area made a significant showing at this race, which 
bodes well for the future of this event. 

"Your Plan, Not Ours"

On June 28, residents living along Marion Road 
and Main, Water, and Beacon Streets got the first glimpse 
of what lies ahead as planning begins for improvements 
and upgrades to these critical village roadways. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne, along with 
Highway Superintendent Barry Denham and members 
of the engineering consulting firm VHB as well as the 
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Town's local engineering consultants Field Engineering, 
gave a presentation that laid out the many steps that lie 
ahead for all concerned. 

Before handing the evening's meeting over to the 
VHB team, Denham addressed the handful in attendance. 
Denham explained that VHB had the horsepower to drive 
the plans from conceptual to construction documents, 
all the while being mindful of exceptions that might 
be needed from the Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation protocol. 

The VHB members presented how they plan to 
move forward with public input being the No. 1 element 
for success. They described the four neighborhoods as 
being singularly unique, such as the entrance from Route 
6 onto Main Street landing at the town hall. As the street 
continues on into the "village" or downtown area, the 
historic buildings and shops are a pivotal component, 
and then further it becomes a fully "residential" area 
where Water becomes Beacon, eventually intersecting 
with Marion Road. These areas were described as 
"environments" that required individual consideration. 

Jamie Pisano, project manager for VHB, detailed 
his group's involvement with scheduling and working 
closely with D.O.T. 

"In the first year, we'll be at ten percent design," 
or conceptual plans, he said. He also explained that 
there would most likely need to be a "design exception 
report." These are the details necessary in gaining D.O.T's

acceptance of non-regulation design elements such as 
sidewalk signals or the addition of stop signs. 

Pisano said this set of drawings would be 
presented to the Board of Selectmen in January 2018 for 
their review and consideration before moving on to the 
D.O.T. review process. 

Pisano said the D.O.T. would take several months 
to review the conceptual plans and would most likely 
return the proposal sometime in July 2018, ". . .with many 
comments." 

Pisano also discussed the public vetting process, 
saying that meetings with residents from specific 
neighbors and significant stakeholders will be invited to 
participate in the process of honing the plans into a more 
cohesive design. 

"We'll be meeting the Tree Committee and the 
Bike [Path] Committee also," he said, urging residents to, 
"attend all meetings. . . . This is your plan, not ours." 

During the question and answer period, some 
residents offered opinions and questions. One resident 
asked about the sourcing of federal funding and if there 
would be strings attached. 

"This project, these streets are one of a few in 
Mattapoisett that is eligible for federal funding," Denham 
explained. He said current cost estimates peg the full 
project at between $3 million to $5 million and that, "by 
using federal funds we can use our funds for other road 
projects in town." 

Denham said part of the goal of the project was to 
put together a master plan. "VHB are putting together a 
plan for us. If D.O.T. doesn't like it but we do, maybe we 
do a phased project over years. We don't have to shoot for 
federal dollars, but maybe we'll come up with a plan they 
will be willing to pay for." 

Gagne reminded those in attendance that, at 
Town Meeting, the voters had approved hiring VHB to 
provide 25 percent engineered drawings, a requirement of 
the D.O.T. process when seeking federal funding. He said 
municipalities who go through these steps are rated more 
highly than those who don't bother. 

But when asked by another resident what 
would happen if the project began but then faltered

should funding dry up, Gagne responded, "It's always a 
changing dynamic. Funding is an issue, but towns that do 
the twenty-five percent design stand the best chance." 

Gagne also said, "We hope to drive down to the 
key players in each of these neighborhoods. Jon Connell 
from Field Engineering will go out and speak one-to- 
one. ... We're cutting new territory here." He also said that 
if D.O.T. doesn't accept the 10 percent design concepts, 
"We may have to look at other funding sources." 

Other questions and suggestions such as the 
current and future posted speed limits, can additional 
stop signs be posted, will there be property easements, 
installation of speed bumps, and number of trees that may 
need removal were all fielded with commitment from 
Gagne, Denham, Connell, and the VHB team for open and 
honest dialog throughout the next several years leading 
up to construction currently projected for 2021.

continued one for the Town of Marion until it could 
gather further information. 

First, the commission granted a Negative 
Determination (meaning a Notice of Intent Filing is not 
required) for Brian Dupras of 13 Card Drive. The purpose 
was to determine what resource areas (wetlands) exist on 
the property before proposing and undertaking any work. 

Next, the commission granted a Negative 
Determination for N. George and Laurie Host of 456 
Point Road. At the prior meeting, the commission voiced 
concern over the chosen plant species - bayberry bushes 
- for planting along the wetlands line. Commission 
members pointed out that bayberry bushes prefer drier, 
well-draining soils, and prompted the Hosts to either 
reconsider the plant species or plant them ten feet further 
uphill away from the wetlands. The Hosts chose to plant 
the bushes ten feet away, which was approved. Boulders 
are also slated for placement to mark the wetlands line. 

The commission also gave a Negative 
Determination for Diane Bondi-Pickles of 29 Cove Street 
for her proposed two-story garage, some tree removal, 
and underground utilities, including sewer. Some abutters 
expressed concern that Bondi-Pickles might intend on 
creating an apartment within the accessory space of the 
garage, but engineer Rick Charon said Bondi-Pickles 
would be using the space as her "yoga studio."

ORRHS Continues to Expand Advanced Placement 

ORR Update 

By Jo Cay non 

This upcoming school year, ORRHS will take a 
step towards better equipping students for the growing 
competitiveness of colleges and for their future careers. 
This advancement is being done by introducing the 
Advanced Placement Capstone program, which is aimed 
at preparing students for the material they will encounter 
in college. 

Through this program, the school is adding the 
AP Research and AP Seminar courses into its academic 
line-up. It is aimed at increasing students' abilities to 
collect, synthesize, and present information gathered from 
a variety of sources. 

The two classes are each a year long, with AP 
Seminar being the first class students at ORRHS will 
take. English teachers Kathleen Brunelle and Megan Hall 
will be the instructors for the 45 sophomores and juniors 
enrolled in AP Seminar. (As it is a combined two-year 
course, members of this year's senior class are not eligible 
to participate in the program.) 

"The Seminar course is to get you to think like 
a college student, so there's a lot of discussion," Hall 
explained. "The idea is to narrow to a topic of interest for 
students to research the following year in AP Research." 

As an AP class, the course will include a 
combination of independent work and in-school research. 
For example, the Seminar students have a summer 
reading assignment that requires them to choose a 
potential research topic, read and annotate a nonfiction 
book, and to gather news articles relating to both national 
and international events. 

"In addition to the AP exam in May, students will 
write two actual research papers and submit them to the 
AP for scoring," said Hall. 

The new AP classes benefit students at ORR in 
another way. If students take the AP Capstone courses 
along with four other AP classes (from any subject and 
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taken in any year), and earn a score of a 'S' or higher on 
all of their AP exams, they will receive an AP Capstone 
Diploma. With this opportunity now available for the first 
time to ORR students, the school has now given them a 
chance to reach an even footing with those enrolled in 
International Baccalaureate (IB) courses.

Marion Music Hall Continues With

Marion's benevolent Godmother, Elizabeth Taber, 
would be delighted. In 1885, one of her most significant 
gifts to the town - the Music Hall on Front Street at the 
entrance to the village - was begun. It was her desire 
to provide the citizens of Marion with a suitable home 
for theatrical and musical performances to enhance the 
cultural life for townsfolk. It has done its job with vitality 
through the years, while also serving as a home base for 
the V.F.W. and more recently, the Council on Aging. 

Years ago a woman, who chose to remain 
anonymous, restored the Music Hall and established 
an endowment fund to cover costs of maintenance and 
capital improvements moving forward. An advisory 
committee, appointed by the Selectmen, attends to the 
business of managing and overseeing the activities that 
fill the hall on a daily basis, and provides an on-going list 
of projects to keep the building well-used and maintained.

Tron (1982). Starring Jeff Bridges and Bruce Boxleitner. 
Directed by Steven Lisberger. Running time: 96 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

Wikipedia informs me that Tron , which turns 35 
next weekend, was created on a computer with "only 
2MB of memory, with a disc that had no more than 
330MB of storage." That's pretty hilarious. You couldn't 
play a QuickTime trailer for Tron on that. I just bought 
two memory sticks of 1GB each for my Mac; imagine 
what director Steven Lisberger and his cadre of early-' 80s 
programmers could have done with that. 

Watching this 1982 visual game-changer through 
2017 eyes brings a few things to mind. The world it 
creates blew a lot of young minds back then, and I 
wonder if viewers in 2052 will break out Avatar and 
chortle at how quaint it is, how endearingly clunky the 
technology James Cameron had to use. Cameron, though, 
used fancy brushes to paint a world and society that 
wouldn't have understood the brushstrokes. The tech 
that created Tron seems inseparable from the tech in Tron. 
How futuristic is the movie supposed to be? I've found 
no answer online; what we see in the real-world scenes 
appears to be 1982, only amped up a little bit. There are 
still arcades, and the night exteriors are awash in neon, as 
though the vivid palette used by gaming programmers 
had seeped outside the consoles and stained reality. 

It might be instructive to compare Tron to the 
big Disney sci-fi film that predated it by three years. The 
Black Hole was dramatically inert; its elaborate special 
effects seemed divorced from the dreary scenes of actors 
conversing endlessly next to control panels. But it had 
moments of real grandeur and awe. Tron' s effects are 
more organically integrated thematically and narratively, 
but at heart it's, well, dorky. It's every programmer's epic 
wish fulfillment, a user-created universe where a more 
heroic and skilled avatar of yourself can compete in 
gladiatorial combat and rage against the machine. (If The 
Black Hole was 2001 for kiddies, Tron was Altered States 
for kiddies.) The images are trippy-colorful, weightlessly 
zesty; there's little grandeur. But dorkiness can be fun, 
and Tron has a geek's enthusiastic streak. The movie's 


two programmers, Flynn (Jeff Bridges) and Alan (Bruce 
Boxleitner), may respectively resemble Steve Jobs and Bill 
Gates at the dawning of the age of Apple / Microsoft, but 
the film's tone and heart — excitable, drunk on the need 
for speed — evoke the grinning bear-guru Steve Wozniak. 

All the glow-stick pizzazz is in service of a 
laughably mundane plot. Flynn is mad because his former 
colleague (David Warner) stole Flynn's ideas for games, 
passed them off as his own, and rose up the corporate 
ranks while Flynn got stuck managing an arcade. So 
Flynn tries to hack into the company computer — sternly, 
fascistically guarded by Master Control Program — and 
is instead sucked into it, where he meets many programs 
represented by avatar likenesses of the users who 
created them. This leads to an ineffable image of elderly 
programmer Barnard Hughes reflected in-computer as 
something resembling John Tenniel's Caterpillar with a 
giant yellow dildo on his head. 

Jeff Bridges floats through this stuff light- 
heartedly; he realizes it's a nerd's fantasy, yet he pulls off 
the trick of enjoying himself within the goofiness without 
losing his essential relaxed cool. I have to say, though, the 
funniest performer in Tron is a Votrax speech synthesizer, 
which gives voice to a "bit" Flynn encounters. The bit 
can say only "yes" or "no," and it does so with a flat- 
affect urgency that is genuinely bizarre. Otherwise, the 
movie gives itself over to light-cycle chases and lethal 
frisbee matches and guards who trundle across bridges 
as klutzily as did the robots in The Black Hole. In this 
phantasmagoric universe where events and physics are 
limited only by a programmer's imagination, these guards 
can still be deactivated by the simple American language 
of a fist in the chops. As an unstable mix of traditional 
adventure beats and Atari 2600 whiz-bang, Tron is 
obliviously clunky and, as a result, often lovable.

The Baywatchers program is the largest 
volunteer-based coastal monitoring effort in New 
England. Through the Baywatchers program, the 
Coalition monitors all of Buzzards Bay's major rivers, 
coves and harbors - an area covering more than one- 
quarter of the Massachusetts coast. The data collected 
through the Baywatchers program form the foundation of 
the Coalition's efforts to restore and protect Buzzards Bay. 

Baywatchers volunteer approximately one 
morning per week from May to September at a designated 
location in their community. Using a water testing kit, 
Baywatchers collect samples and measure salinity, 
temperature, water clarity and dissolved oxygen at the 
site.
